 & Text_/ To insure that the country always possesses the necessary 
military strength, is always in a state of combat readiness and is able 
to defeat every act of aggression by the enemy, building the corps of 
reserve officers is of important significance in building powerful reserve 
forces for the army. The corps of reserve officers is a large source 

of cadres whose will to fight and combat skills have been Jorged, a source 
that has the structure needed to promptly reinforce the standing army. 
When not being mobilized, reserve officers serve as the nucleus of the 
command of the armed forces of the masses. 


In our ever victorious people's army that has experienced several decades 
of fighting, building and growing, we also have a large corps of 

reserve officers consisting of commissioned and non-commissioned officers 
who, after being forged and challenged in combat, were transferred to 
another sector or demobilized and sent back to their localities as well 
as tens of thousands of college students who graduate from the socialist 
schools each year trained in politics, culture and science and a large 
corps of scientific, technical and professional cadres of the state who 
are ready to serve in the army. From these abundant sources of cadres, 
we have trained and built a large corps of reserve officers who, when not 
needed, continue their work in the various sectors and who, when needed, 
can rapidly join the army. 


Jn the process of building the corps of reserve officers, we should research 
and find reasonable solutions to problems regarding registration, manage-

EDITORIAL: PROTECT TROOPS AGAINST WINTER DISEASES

[Editorial: "Protect Troops Against Winter Diseases") 


{Text] To keep one's health so as to be combat ready and to fight well 

is a permanent, all-season concern of each and every unit. During the 
winter season where there are cold winds and low temperatures, epidemics-- 
especially of the respiratory system--have a way to develop, affecting 
negatively the fighting capabilities of the unit. For that reason the 

job of feeding the troops and protect them against diseases should all the 
more retain our attention, especially in the frontline mits. In this 
work one should concentrate on three main links: the food, the living 
quarters and the prevention of diseases. 


In the cold weather the body requires a great deal of heat in order to 
maintain the level of body heat and guarantee the execution of normal ac- 
tivities. One must therefore pay attention to including those foods rich 
in protein in the daily fare. The steamed rice, the clear soups and hot 
drinks must be kept warm. To prevent the loss of body heat, one must make 
preparations for warm beds, keep the living quarters insulated and avoid 
the possibility of drafts or rain coming in. One must have good preven- 
tion against diseases that are common in the winter such as cold and flu 
mumps, etc. 


To do well in these requirements, the unit chief must hold high his spirit 
of responsibility and be truly concerned with the living conditions of his 
troops. He must organize in such a way so that his soldiers can fix up 
their living quarters and their beds. In the case of frontier units or 
those on the islands, the half~-sunken dwellings are probably to be pre- 
ferred since they are good for air defense, for protection against artil- 
lery and for good combat readiness while at the same time they are well- 
sheltered, guaranteeing that the troops lave warm living quarters. Depend- 
ing on where one is stationed, one can have bed paddings made out of hay 

or even build a fire so that the troops can sleep soundly. One must have 
plans and take effective measures to boost cultivation and animal husbandry 
around the battlefield area or around the barracks and seek out local 








sources of food and foodstuffs so as to guarantee the level of food intake. 
One must disseminate the initiatives of the masses concerning good methods 
of keeping the food warm and guarantee that the food and drinks are con- 
sumed warm. At the same time, one must carry out well those measures meant 
to keep the living and sleeping quarters warm. These are all concrete 
actions that are very necessary for keeping the good health of the troops 
during the winter. 


The army medical unit has the responsibility of helping the unit leader 

to organize the conditions of living, eating, sleeping, resting and train- 
ing during the winter season. One must have tight management of the troops' 
health, especially during changes of weather, one must have concrete mea- 
sures to train the body, to keep clean and to prevent diseases. Our cadres 
and fighters are frequently subjective, relying too much on their bodies’ 
resistance, and thus pay little attention to keeping and protecting their 
health. For this reason, from the start of the winter season it is advi- 
sable to organize orientation sessions for the soldiers so that they can 
have a firm grasp of the regulations concerning health and of the methods 
to keep it as well as to prevent diseases during the winter, thus creating 
the conditions for and mobilizing everybody in carrying out these regula- 
tions and methods on a self-awareness basis. 


To keep one's health is the common responsibility of all the cadres and 
fighters in a unit. But a determining factor is the concern of the com- 
manding officer. Once the leading cadre pays full attention to the health 
of the unit, keeps close watch of the base units, uncovers in time the 
deficiencies and shortcomings in the health and disease prevention work, 
and comes up with concrete measures to take good care of everything, then 
the living and eating conditions may display clearcut difficulties, it 

is still possible to guarantee the good health of the cadres and soldiers. 
With good guidance and leadership, every person will participate enthusi- 
astically in fortifying the common living, studying, drilling, and resting 
environment, boost up production to improve the standard of living, and 
training oneself in athletics and gymnastics; they will implement further 
measures to prevent and fight against the cold, thus contributing to 
raising the unit's fighting capability, making it ready to accomplish 
every task.

THEFT OF GOODS TRANSPORTED BY RIVER DISCUSSFD

{[Article: "Discussing Measures to Protect Goods Transported by River" ] 


[Text] VNA news: Recently, in Hai Hung, the Ministry of Communications and 
Transportation joined with the Ministry of Interior in organizing a confer- 
ence to determine the causes of negative phenomena, measures to stop such 
things and measures to protect the goods transported by river. 


In the past period, the communications and transportation and the interior 
sectors have made a great effort to investiga*e, study and grasp the situa- 
tion and determine the causes and details giving rise to the negative 
phenomena and the theft of commodities during river transport. But the loss 
of goods on the rivers is still rather serious. 


The causes are: The organization of transportation contingents is not good. 
The measures and regulations concerning delivering, receiving and transporting 
goods contain many loopholes. The regulations concerning weighing, measuring 
and counting things at the docks and among the owners and boats are not 
unified and they are imprecise. The public security sector, the courts, 

the control sector and other sectors concerned have not done a good job of 
managing and protecting the goods; crimes and criminals have not been 
prosecuted strictly. The mass movement to maintain security and protect 

the commodities along the river routes has not been launched boldly or 
widespreadly. The task of organizing and arranging forces to patrol the 
river routes and forces to escort the goods on the ships, boats and barges 

is not being done well. 


The conference decided that the guideline and task in the coming period for 
the sectors concerned is to concentrate efforts on eliminating the causes 
giving rise to the negative phenomena. The transportation and communications 
sector must study formulas for delivering and receiving goods in original 
containers and in accord with ships'drafts for the various means of trans- 
portation. Also, the sector must make orders, statutes and regulations for 
delivering and receiving goods and transporting goods on the rivers, organize

good boat convoys and units to transport valuable goods, classify the sailors 
and party members in order to entrust them with transporting different types 
of goods, organize the operation of ships in convoys along certain supply 
routes and so on. 


The Ministry of Interior is implementing measures to strengthen control of 
the rivers and to investigete and prosecute those who break the law and is 
making plans to strengthen the river escort forces with the aim of putting 
a stop to the negative phenomena. The localities with river routes are 
coordinating things closely with the sectors and mass organizations to 
organize joint conferences between the villages and the districts in order 
to launch the masses in opposing the negative phenomena. The local party 
committees and authorities are concentrating on guiding the hamlets and 
Villages along the rivers in investigating and prosecuting cadres and party 
members who steal state property. Those who abandon production to follow 
the boats and make a living illegally must be stopped and dealt with harshly 
and, at the same time, management of the agricultural cooperatives must be 
strengthened.

Lax" ] 


{Text} At the moment we are engaged in transporting oil and gas for the 
purposes of fighting and combat readiness. Because our unit has not yet 
been able to install a telephone line, we have had to use radio communi- 
cations instead to give command to the transportation convoys. Practically 
all our radios are operated by woman fighters. Im the last few months we 
have encountered a great many difficulties in command coordination because 
we have constantly been interfered with by friendly transmitters operated 
by male soldiers stationed in the Ha Bac and Vinh Phu zone. They do things 
like singing into the transmitters, signal to cut in, and talking in un- 
serious fashion on the air. When we try to change to a different fre- 
quency the friendly transmitters would try to locate us again, sometimes 
making it impossible for us to communicate with one another on the entire 
length of frequency. Owing to such interference, sometimes oil and gas 
overflow all over the place but we are unable to take care of the situa- 
tion, causing losses to the property of the army and of the people. 


Through the good offices of QUAN DOI NHAN DAN we would like to propuse 
that those unit leaders having transmitters in the localities mentioned 
above apply strict discipline in the case of those violating the code of 
discipline at work.

[Text] The peoples of the socialist commonwealth are advancing confidently 
toward the creation of a new society. They link their outstanding successes 
in social and economic development primarily with the creative activities 
of the communist and workers parties and with the all-round cooperation 
which has gained strength among the fraternal states. 


“The outstanding merit of communists in the socialist commonwealth of 
nations," Comrade L. I. Brezhnev has noted, “lies in the fact that the 
former relationships involving alienation, hostility and distrust have long 
since given way to friendship and fraternal cooperation among equal peoples. 
This friendship has become a great creative force." 


A Solid Foundation 


The strength of the friendship among workers of the fraternal states is 
clearly manifested in the activities cf the Council for Mutual Economic 
Assistance, which has become an important instrument for organizing inter- 
national economic relations of the new type. It has become embodied in a 
stable growth of ties, which have become especially effective and large-scale 
in the past decade. 


The Socialist Republic of Vietnam's entry into CEMA represented a new 
factor in the strengthening of solidarity and indestructible friendship 
based on Marxist-Leninist principles among the peoples of the socialist 
nations. The Socialist Republic of Vietnam's entry into the Council for 
Mutual Economic Assistance gave powerful impetus to the continuing develop- 
ment and strengthening of the Socialist Republic of Vietnam's economic and 
scientific and technical cooperation with nations of the socialist 
commonwealth. 
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In accordance with the creative goals of socialist economic integration, 
commonwealth nations are helping the Vietnamese people to develop their 
economy and to construct extremely important national economic projects. 


The 87th meeting of the CEMA Executive Committee in October 1978 discussed 
helping the Socialist Republic of Vietnam rebuild its national economy and 
build the materials and equipment base for socialism. Among other things, 
measures were defined for coordinating assistance for completing the resto- 
ration of the extremely important main rail line linking the city of Hanoi 
with the city of Ho Chi Minh and for continuing construction on projects 
for which China had halted its technical assistance. A declaration adopted 
in March of this year by the CEMA Executive Committee in the name of the 
CEMA members--Bulgaria, Hungary, the GDR, the Republic of Cuba, Mongolia, 
Poland, the USSR and Czechoslovakia--as a result of China's aggression 
against the Socialist Republic of Vietnam states ‘hat in accordance with 
the CEMA Charter those CEMA nations are developing all-round economic 
cooperation, which also serves the cause of securing peace throughout the 
world. 


Bulgaria is providing fraternal Vietnam with assistance in the development 
of hoisting and conveying equipment and construction materials production 
and in the processing of agricultural raw materials. Hungary is taking an 
active part in the construction of a number of enterprises for the pro- 
duction of electrical engineering articles, tools, furniture and medicinal 
plants and in geological prospecting. The GDR is participating in the 
development of ferrous metallurgy and in the creation of enterprises for 
the repair of equipment and household appliances. Cuban specialists are 
providing extensive assistance with the organization of sugar cane pro- 
duction and the development of animal husbandry. A shipyard is being built 
‘ith the assistance of Polish specialists. Czechoslovakia is helping the 
Vietnamese comrades with the development of electric power engineering, 
machine building and light industry. 





In June 1979 the 33d CEMA Session adopted an important decision to extend 

to the Socialist Republic of Vietnam the basic principles of the Compre- 
hensive Program for Accelerating Its Economic Development (as was done with 
respect to Mongolia and Cuba) for purpose of assisting the heroic Vietnamese 
people in their efforts to build socialism. 


Soviet-Vietnamese Cooperation 


All-round cooperation with the Soviet Union is playing an important role in 
Vietnam's economic development. Around 190 national eccaomic projects have 
been built in the Socialist Republic of Vietnam with USSR assistance. Our 
nation is presently helping Vietnam construct or modernize over 80 more 
facilities. 


The Soviet Union has provided considerable assistance in the development of 
Vietnam's electric power engineering. Out of 15 thermal and hydroelectric 
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power plants scheduled for construction under agreements between the USSR 
and the Socialist Republic of Vietnam, 13 electric ;cwer plants with a 
combined capacity of 408,000 kilowatts have already begun operating. Agree- 
ments have been signed covering the construction of the Hoa Binh hydroengi- 
neering complex on the Da (Black) River with a capacity of 1.7 million 
kilowatts and the "Falay™ thermal electric power plant with a capacity of 
640,000 kilowatts. The Soviet “Gidroproyekt™ design organization under the 
USSR Ministry of Power and Electrification produced the technical plan for 
the Hoa Binh hydroengineering complex. The plan provides for the construc- 
tion of a high dam with a hydroelectric power plant equipped with eight 

240 megawatt hydrolectric generators. This will be one of the largest 
hydroelectric power plants in Southeast Asia. 


Fraternal Vietnam is receiving assistance in the development of its coal 
indust cy. The “Khetam™ coal mine with an output of 2.4 million tons of 
coal per year is now being built and a coal mine near (Vangzan') is being 
expanded in close cooperation with Soviet specialists. 


The chemical industry is an important area of cooperation. A caustic soda 
plant with a capacity of 66,000 tons per year is being built, the "Laokay™ 
apatite mine is being expanded to produce 1.6 million tons of concentrate 

a year, and a nitrogen fertilizer plant with a daily production of 600 tons 
of ammonia and a viscose fiber plant with an output of 20,000 tons of 
finished product a year are being built through joint efforts. 


The Socialist Republic of Vietnam is in turn striving to make an ever- 
increasing contribution to the development of mutually advantageous rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union. The USSR received various industrial and 
agricultural goods totaling more than 152 million rubles from Vietnam last 
year alone. This included overcoats, outer wear, yarn of natural and 
synthetic fibers, footwear, cultural and personal service goods, matting, 
rugs, tea, fresh pineapples and bananas and other goods. 


Scientific and Technological Ties Are Growing Stronger 


More than 60,000 Vietnamese specialists and skilled workers have been 
trained with the aid of the USSR during the two decades in which the inter- 
government agreement on scientific and technological cooperation between 
the Soviet Union and Vietnam has been in effect, 11,000 of which underwent 
training at enterprises and technical industrial schools of the USSR and 
more than 11,000 Vietnamese citizens graduated from Soviet VUZ's and 
tekhnikums. During that period more than 6,000 Soviet specialists in 
various fields were sent to Vietnam, including engineers, geologists, 
agronomists, doctors and teachers. More than 700 Soviet specialists are 
now working in the Socialist Republic of Vietnam. Around 2,000 sets of 
scientific and technical documents have been turned over to organizations 
of the Socialist Republic of Vietnam without payment. They were used for 
designing and building many economic facilities in the Socialist Republic 
of Vietnam. 
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Direct scientific and technological ties have developed extensively in 
recent years between individual ministries and departments of the Soviet 
Union and Vietnam. For example, a number of projects are being carried out 
in close cooperation between the USSR Ministry of Power and Electrification . 
and the Ministry of Power and Coal of the Socialist Republic of Vietnam in 
the development of lLightning-protection measures for electric power lines 
under tropical conditions with a view to working out specific measures 

for protecting power engineering facilitie-. A large number of Soviet 
Organizations have been enlisted for the development and manufacture of 
special research equipment. 


A list of objects of scientific and technological cooperation between the 
USSR and the Socialist Republic of Vietnam for the period 1981-1985 was 
agreed upon at the recent sixth session of the permanent subcommission for 
scientific and technological cooperation between the USSR and the Socialist 
Republic of Vietnam, which was held in Moscow. It covers more than 90 
scientific and technical projects in 20 branches of the national economy, 
which focus upon the accomplishment of important tasks involved in the 
development of science and technology. The main areas of scientific and 
technological cooperation for the period extending to 1990 were also 
approved. 


Fraternal cooperation between socialist Vietnam and the Soviet Union in all 
areas of the economy, science and technology is expanding by the year. A 
large number of large industrial facilities have been built in the republic 
with USSR technological participation, including a machine plant in the 
city of (Kamfa). 





Multilateral scientific and technological cooperation between the Socialist 
Republic of Vietnam and the CEMA nations is constantly expanding. For 
example, questions of providing assistance with the accelerated develop- 
ment of the Socialist Republic of Vietnam's science and technology to the 
year 1990 were discussed at a conference of experts of interested CEMA 
nations held in Hanoi in October 1970. Vietnam acquainted conference 
participants with the state of development of science and technology in 
the Socialist Republic of Vietnam and with the priority tasks in this area 
based on overall tasks of national economic development. Conference 
participants were told about a number of Vietnam's leading scientific 
research institutes. Experts from the CEMA nations, in turn, briefed the 
Vietnamese representatives on the work being carried out in each nation to 
study the "Program for Participation by Interested CEMA Nations in the 
Realization of the Plan for Accelerated Development of Science and Tech- 
nology in the Socialist Republic of Vietnam to the Year 1990" and the list 
of scientific and technical projects with which the Socialist Republic of 
Vietnam is requesting assistance from the CEMA nations during the period 
indicated. They also indicated the desire of the parties involved in 
providing assistance with the development of Vietnam's science and tech- 
nology to concentrate their participation in those areas in which each of 
the parties possesses the best possibilities and conditions for providing 
the Socialist Republic of Vietnam with effective assistance in the develop- 
ment of its science and technology. 
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“In the building of a new life," writes (NYAN ZAN), the organ of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party of Vietnam, “and in the struggle against 
the forces of darkness attempting to interfere with this, the Vietnamese 
people rely upon the support and solidarity of the Soviet Union and the 
other fraternal socialist nations.... Cooperation between Vietnam aid the 
USSR and between Vietnam and the other fraternal socialist nations will 
always be one of the decisive factors of the Vietnamese revolution."

WINE AND LIQUEUR EXPORTS--Hanoi, 2 Jan--Wines and liqueurs are two main 
export products of the Vietnam National Agricultural Produce and Food 
Export-Import Corporation (AGREXPORT).

Among the liqueurs most appreciated in the 
world are lua moi volka-~-rice brandy, anis liqueurs, cafe wine and 
ginger wine. Since the liberation of South Vietnam (1975), AGREXPORT 
has turned out many new export items including de wine from Binh Tay, 
caravelle rum and pineapple liqueur. By the end of last year, it put 
into mass production a new special tropical product, cam wine, distilled 
from a special sticky rice and animalcule yeast. After distillation, 
the wine is often stored in a cellar for 100 days before use. This new 
product is favoured by many Vietnamese customers.

ACTIVITIES OF DAC LAC PARTY ORGANIZATION CONGRESS REPORTED 
lianoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 29 Nov 79 p 3 


[Article by Anh Trang: "The Dac Lac Party Organization Congress Transforms 
Potential Into Reality" ] 


[Text] Dac Lae Province recently concluded the Eighth Party Organization 
Congress. Three hundred and fifty one delegates, representing the more 

than 6,80C party members of the 14 primary level party organizations, 
attended the congress, reviewed the activities of the past term and discussed 
guidelines and tasks for the next 2 years (1980 and 1981). 


Song Hao, the secretary of the Party Central Committee, and Tran Kien, a 
member of the Party Central Committee and head of the Tay Nguyen guidance 
group, attended and spoke at the congress. 


Agriculture and Forestry Considered the Leading Tasks With Grain the Number 
One Target 


Dac Lac has very great economic potential. The size of the natural area 
reaches almost 2 million hectares, of which more than 1 million hectares is 
forest with timber reserves of almost 150 million cubic meters, and there 
are vast grasslands suitable for expanding animal husbandry. There are more 
than 600,000 hectares of agricultural land, mainly red basalt soil that is 
Suitable for growing such industrial crops as coffee, rubber and so on and 
for creating large specialized cultivation areas. Unlike the northern 
mountain provinces, Dac Lac has many flat valleys that encompass almost 
50,000 hectares, the Lac Thien plain alone being almost 10,000 hectares in 
size. Grain production is one of the four strengths of the province. With 
a thorough understanding of the basic and urgent tasks of the entire country, 
the Dac Lac party organization congress has, in economic construction and 
development, considered agriculture and forestry to be the leading tasks, 
with grain the number one target, with the aim of steadily solving the grain 
problem on the spot and creating a spring board for advancing to exploiting 
Tay Nguyen's strengths concerning industrial crops, forestry and animal 
husbandry. 
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In recent years, under the leadership of the party organization, the tribes- 
men in Dac Lac have engaged in a vigorous revolutionary movement, continuously 
opened hundreds of land reclamation centers, built fields and water conservancy 
projects and reclaimed more than 50,000 hectares of farm land. Thanks to this, 
the area planted in grain crops in 1978 rose to 90,000 hectares. The corn 
area doubled, the potato area increased four-fold, the manioc area increased 
five-fold and the wet rice area increased 2.5 times as compared with that of 
1975. ‘he grain yield rose from 75,000 tons in 1976 to 161,000 tons in 

1970 and average per capita grain quotas increased almost 1-1/2 times. 

because of this, Dac Lac has reduced the amount of grain provided by the 
central echelon and overcome famine. 


With a spirit of the “entire country for Tay Nguyen, Tay Nguyen for the 
entire country," the Eighth Dac Lac Party Organization Congress stipulated 
that the chief economic norms through 1981 are: 240,000 tons of grain (half 
again as much as in 1978) in order to reach a per capita average of 420 kilo- 
grams (in which one-half is subsidiary food crops); 150,000 hogs; 52,000 
head of cattle and buffaloes; 4,000 more hectares of coffee; 2,000 more 
hectares of rubber; and 2,000 more hectares of forest. Also, 100,000 cubic 
meters of timber must be cut. The value of industrial and artisan and handi- 
craft industry production must be 52 million dong (almost double that of 
1978). On the average, each person must make 60 dong worth of export goods 
per year. 


The congress discussed measures to fulfill the above norm:. In the next 

2 years, Dac lac will closely coordinate the movement to reclaim wasteland 
and build fields and water conservancy projects with the settlement of nomads, 
It will gradually transfer some of the tribesmen to state farms. The new 
economic zones will receive 60,000 people coming from the provinces to 
engage in production and exploit the Tay Nguyen region. As for grain produc- 
tion, many delegates stressed stepping up the production of subsidiary food 
crops, manifesting the strengths of the province, expanding the wet rice 
area and intensively cultivating upland rice. Dac Lac is making an effort 

to satisfactorily handle the processing of subsidiary food crops in order 

to really include subsidiary food crops in the daily meals. It is trans- 
forming and building fields, building area and field embankments and building 
projects to control erosion for 30,000 of the 60,000 hectares of upland 

rice. In order to quickly expand the wet rice area, the water conservancy 
projects under construction must be urgently completed, construction on a 
number of new projects must be begun and a widespread people's movement to 
build small water conservancy projects must be launched. Mechanized and 
manual reclamation of wasteland must be closely coordinated and the wet rice 
area must be expanded to 25,000 hectares in 1980 and 30,000 hectares in 

1981, triple the present area. The delegates discussed measures necessary 
for building fields immediately wherever land is reclaimed, concentrating 
efforts on finishing things in each area and putting a stop to dawdling 

about and abandoning land that has been reclaimed, as a number of areas 

in the province have done before. As for industrial crops, immediately, 

Dac Lac must concentrate its efforts on guarding and satisfactorily 
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fertilizing the 16,000 hectares of coffee and rubber already planted; at the 
same time, it must reclaim and plant an additional 6,000 hectares. 


Forestry must coordinate things closely with agriculture in order to protect 
the forests. There must be plans and regulations for cutting [trees] with 
the aim of protecting the live environment, preserving the watershed forest 
and the protective forest (zoning and protecting the Dac Nong, Thuan Mau, E 
Sup, Krong Pach and Nam Lac forest zones) with the aim of preserving long- 
term timber reserves and gradually building and organizing forestry forces 

in order to afforest, during the next 2 years, 5,000 hectares and cut 100,000 
cubic meters of timber. 


Solidifying the New Production Relationships 


During the past several years, along with expanding the production forces, 
Dac Lac has transformed the production relationships, clone away with the 
colonial, feudal and bourgeois forms of exploitation and built new production 
relationships. To date, it has established 17 state farms, 114 agricultural 
cooperatives and 350 production companies and involved mre than 93 percent 
of the peasant households in collective preduction. Dac Lac has transformed 
private commerce and industry, built 46 enterprises and 50 artisan and handi- 
craft industry cooperatives and established specialized occupational units 

in the agricultural cooperatives. But, there is still no close coordination 
between transformation and construction or between expansion and consolidation. 
Many places are impatient and they force the laborers to join collective 
production organizations when work and managerial methods are still in great 
disarray. Many delegates were in agreement with the political report, which 
gave particular attention to the steadiness of the movement to concentrate 
efforts, in the next 2 years, on solidifying the existing cooperatives and 
production companies. Training the cadres, manifesting the collective 
ownership rights of the masses and strengthening economic managerent are the 
urgent tasks. The principle of distribution based on labor must be 
implemented correctly. The cooperatives must give attention to encouraging 
and helping the peasant families expand the secondary economy, and places 
that have organized collective production and that have not used all the 

land must let the cooperative members borrow land to grow crops and not 

let the land lie fallow. 


Along with solidifying the cooperatives and production companies, the 
congress stressed actively building the district echelon in accord with 

it becoming a forestry-agricultural-industrial or agro-forestry-industrial 
site. In the next 2 years, the districts must perfect the general plans 
and solidify the departments, bureaus, stations and farms. The province 
must strengthen the cadres down to the districts, especially the cadres in 
the economic sectors, and gradually decentralize management so that the 
districts have budgets, means, materials, a network of material and 
technical bases and so on and adequate capabilities to guide and solidify 
the bases. 
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Training Cadres 


To date, from the villages to the province, the ranks of leading cadres, 
economic management caares and scientific, technical and professional cadres 
have tripled as compared with just after liberation but there are still not 
enough to satisfy the new requirements and tasks. There is still a 

shortage of cadres, especially primavy level and district cadres, and many 
people have not been trained. In the entire province, only about half of 
the primary level units have party chapters and organizations; 12 primary 
installations do not have party members. There is a great shortage of 
economic management cadres and scientific and technical cadres. The 
congress decided that training and quickly increasing the number and quality 
of cadres of various types at all echelons and raising cadre standards so 
the cadres are equal to the tasks are basic and very urgent tasks. The 
cadres must be trained in all respects. Attention must be given to leading 
cadres, scientific and technical cadres and economic management cadres and 
to politics, techniques, occupations and culture. Particular attention must 
be given to training cadres who are already on the spot, tribesmen, female 
cadres and youths. In 1980, the echelons and sectors must finish making 
cadre plans through 1985. In the coming period, 10,000 economic management, 
scientific and technical and leading cadres must be trained each year for 
the primary installations. 


Increasing Combat Strength and Leadership Capabilities 


Concerning party building, the resolution of the congress stressed building 
party organizations that are strong politically, ideologically and organiza- 
tionally with the aim of increasing the combat strength and leadership 
capabilities of the primary level party organizations. Political and 
ideological education must be strengthened in order to help the cadres and 
party members clearly understand the viewpoints, lines and policies of the 
party in the new situation, especially the resolution of the Sixth Plenum 

of the Party Central Committee and the policies recently promulgated. The 
cadres and party members must strengthen forging and increasing combat will 
power and spirit of the revolutionary offensive, maintain revolutionary 
quality, actively struggle against negative phenomena and slowness and, 
above all, oppose theft, bribery and oppression of the masses. Primary 
level party organizations must be built and solidified really firmly and they 
must be expanded in the tribal areas.

[Text] Manifesting the basic viewpoints of the resolution of the Sixth 

Plenum of the Party Central Committee, the Council of Ministers has promulgated 
a number of new policies aimed at stimulating the expansion of agricultural 
production. These include the policies concerning making full use of the 
arable land and encouraging multicropping and the reclamation of wasteland, 

the policies concerning distribution in the cooperatives and production 
companies and the policies concerning stimulating buffalo and cattle raising. 

A number of other policies will be promulgated in the coming period. 


The common spirit of the policies mentioned above is to stimulate the economic 
elements so they expand based on constantly strengthening the state-operated 
and collective economic elements, implementing the system in which the 
production units are responsible for the materials, coordinating the 
interests of all the people, of the collectives and of each person and 
encouraging the units and laborers to use all their spiritual and physical 
strength to contribute to expanding production and to gradually upgrading 
agriculture to large-scale socialist production. 


The policies that have been and that will be promulgated form a unified 

whole. They are closely related to each other, they influence economic and 
social life and they create an integrated strength for stimulating the 
expansion of production and constantly solidifying the new production relation- 
ships. 


Implementing the policies in an unsynchronized manner may lead to bad results. 
In the crop growing sector, if all the policies are not fully implemented 

and attention is given only to stimulating winter production, the cooperative 
members will slight rice, which is agriculture's most important production 
crop. Giving attention only to stimulating multicropping and not fully 
implementing the policies for encouraging the production units to apply the 
new techniques for increasing the yield will lead to slighting intensive

cultivation, which is a basic guideline of socialist agriculture. The 
phenomenon of giving attention only tc growing winter vegetables and potatoes 
and not harvesting the ripe tenth-month rice in « number of places is a 
manifestation of guidance not giving adequate attention to all aspects. 


Each policy deals with many subjects that are expressed in specific clauses. 
These clauses are closely related to each other and they express the basic 
spirit of the policy. Emphasizing one clause or another will make it 
impossible to implement the entire policy in accord with its basic spirit. 


In implementing the policy concerning stimulating the use of the fields, 
above all, manifesting the superiority of having the state-operated and 
collective economic organizations use the arable land, and allowing the 
cooperative members to borrow land only if the collectives cannot use all of 
it, must be emphasized. Emphasizing only lending out land or allowing land 
to lie fallow when the collectives have not exchausted their capabilities 

is not correct. In implementing the policies for stimulating buffalo and 
cattle raising, if no attention is given to collective business ope:ctions or 
if only family animal husbandry is emphasized, or if the reverse is true, it 
will not be possible to expand the livestock herds quickly. In implementing 
the policies concerning distribution in the cooperatives and production 
companies, the principle of distribution based on labor -- the basic 
distribution principle of socialism -- must be respected and attention must 
be given to properly handling the relationship between accumulation and 
consumption and to encouraging the laborers. Based on a spirit of expanding 
production, the collective welfare must be gradually strengthened and attention 
must be given to the happiness of the families, especially the families of 
war dead and wounded soldiers, who scored achievements for the revolution, 
and the families of people who are fulfilling their obligation to defend the 
fatherland. 


In meetirs the tests in life, each policy manifests positive aspects that are 
easily sven; at the same time, many new problems may arise. Grasping the 
basic ideas of the policies, closely following the task of guiding the 
implementation, promptly correcting the deviations and strengthening the weak 
aspects will enable the policies to manifest the lines of the party, enable 
them to be closely related to practice and allow them to stimulate production 
so it makes constant a@vances.

TAX REGULATIONS EXPLAINED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 17 Nov 79 p 1 


fArticle: “On Implementing the Policies on Production and Purchasing 
Incentives and Market Management” / 


[Text_/ On 12 November, the Ministry of Finance issued a circular 
providing guidance concerning the implementation of Council of Ministers’ 
decision number 373/CP on production and purchasing incentives and market 


management. 


The circular of the Ministry of Finance states: 


Decision number 373 of the Council of Ministers is designed to accelerate 
agricultural production, forestry, fishing and consumer goods production 
and insure that the state controls more and more products in order to 
meet the needs of society and control the market. Producers have the 
authority to freely trade remaining products and, if sold on the local 
market (not as part of a business), these products are exempt from taxes. 





Producers must pay in full the various taxes now in effect, specifically: 
agricultural producers must pay agricultural taxes and commodity taxes 
(on products subject to the commodity tax). Artisan and handicraft 
producers must pay the business sales tax or the commodity tax, if their 
products are subject to this tax, and the income tax. 


When they put their products on the free market for trade, the money earned 
by producers is considered business income from production and they are 
required to pay the business tax based on the production sector tax table 
but not required to pay the business tax based on the tax table for the 
commerce sector or the wholesale tax. However, in order to limit the 
practice of leaving production and taking goods to sell them on the market, 
it is necessary to define the scope of the “local market"( or the zone 
within which persons may produce and market their own products); if the 
products are sold outside this zone, they must comply with the provisions 
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of current tax regulations, that is, they must be taxed in commerce (the 
wholesale tax). 


The size of this local market, which is stipulated by the provincial or 
municipal people's committee, depends upon the specific product and 
specific situation at each place and time. Fr example, if the product 
is one that is needed by the state and one which the state is able to 
purchase, the zone within which this product can be marketed by producers 
should be small in order to support purchasing activities. Conversely, 
this zone should be larger for products which the state does not need 

to purchase and products for which the state does not have a broad 
purchasing network (in the form of state-operated stores and marketing 
cooperatives) in order to faciliate the marketing of these products. 


On the basis of this circular, the provincial and municipal people's 
committees must provide specific guidance regarding the implementation of 
the tax policy and insure that taxes have the effect of helping to 
stimulate production, supporting purchasing activities by the state and 
improving market management. It is necessary to guard against taxing 

a@ producer twice and the failure to pay taxes on products of a wholesale 
nature sold outside the local market.

Following is the general content of the above-mentioned scientific con- 
ference. 
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Startine Point for Calculations 


The important and ereat significance of a study of economic effectiveness 
in our country today originates from the need to achieve at the same time 
the urgent tasks of ensuring and stabilizing the standard of living, 
strengthening national defense and security, defending the fatherland and 
building the material and technical base of socialism. As a result, eco- 
nomic effectiveness is the starting point for all economic calculations 
and the basis for evaluation of production and business activities of all 
sectors, localities and basic units. The fact that the plans for economic, 
cultural and social development can be correctly drawn up and based on a 
full application of the objective economic laws working in the period of 
transition to socialism ana a correct understanding of the party line on 
economic construction actually results from combining all of the scientif- 
ically calculated economic-technical plans that will bring about the high- 
est economic effectiveness under given economic and political conditions, 


In our country the question of economic effectiveness is being raised in a 
situation of a backward agriculture, with its small material and technical 
base, »veing vermanently threatened by natural calamities and war and cur- 
rently facing many serious aspects of ‘mbalance, ihile we face a situa- 
tion in which production and national income increase slowly, the popula- 
tion increases quickly, production is not enough to satisfy consumption 

and labor, land, equipment and machinery are not being ured very effective- 
ly, the effectiveness of our country's social production must be considered 
from the angle of #ully using all sources of labor, labor objects and mate- 
rials; closely combining these factors together; producing the most for 
society; and satisfying our needs in the best way possible, in other 
words, the economic effectiveness of our social production in the present 
stage must be considered in terms of every physically capable person work- 
ing, every means of production being used in production and in the making 
of wealth for society and, on that basis, the gross social production being 
raised, our needs of all kinds being satisfied to a definite extent and the 
expanded reproduction progressing favorably and smoothly, 


As we analyze the economic effectiveness, to understand thoroughly the 
overall view is very necessary, Economic effectiveness is considered not 
only from the economic and technical angle but also from the economic and 
social one; is linked with consolidating the socialist production relation- 
ships, in the exploiting of the capabilities of the economic components 
that still objectively exist early in the transitional period; and does 

not confine itself in any aspect of effectiveness, such as effectiveness 

of capital investment and of the use of fixed assets, but must link itself 
with the overall social development. In our country's present situation, 
when we evaluate the economic effectiveness of a policy or a plan, we can- 
not solely rely on the economic task > ‘her draw such an evaluation 
from the three strategic tasks, whicr ‘ another forward, create 
premises for one another and also limit o: another -- any economic plan or 
policy that brings about the greatest economic effectiveness has actually 
succeeded in harmoniously combining the three tasks, making many social 
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products and high national income and at the same time fulfilling these 
three tasks. PMoreover, the consideration of economic effectiveness must 
also be made from the angle of the entire national economy, with calcula- 
tions being made to see what common benefit the development of a sector or 
a unit has brought to the national economy, the interests of which cannot 
be harmed just because of the development of the illegitimate interests of 
a certain component, The above-mentioned points can be considered as the 
major methodological principle about analyzing the economic effectiveness 
of our country’s social production in the present stage. 


-conomic Effectiveness Standards, Norms 


To speak about the direction for raising economic effectiveness in our 
country’s present conditions means to speak about the economic effective- 
ness standards and norms of the entire national economy and of each sector, 
locality and basic unit. The system of economic effectiveness standards 
and norms contains relationships that supplement and act on one another. 
The effectiveness standards of social production reflect the quality aspect 
and the direction society takes, while the economic effectiveness norms 
reflect the quantitative aspect of production and the level of development 
that production has reached, 


The Sixth Plenum resolution has set forth the policies and urgent, vigorous 
and firm measuxes to be taken to bring about realistic effectiveness in or- 
Jer to step up production, to stabilize and guarantee the standard of liv- 
ing, to overcome the negative aspects of economic and social activities, 

at the same time to consolidate national defense, to maintain order and 
security, etc, -- these are the criteria for considering economic effec- 
tiveness not only from the angle of the national economy as a whole but 
also in all sectors, localities and basic units. Fully understanding the 
needs and tasks of the new situation, we must rely on the policies and 
measures proposed by the Sixth Plenum to reconsider all of the policies and 
measures we actually carry out, perfect the existing ones, develop new ones 
and correctly apply the policies and measures that the VCP Central Commit- 
tee har just adopted, And so it is obvious that the evaluation of economic 
effectiveness must be based on a system of combined norms, which are linked 
with the separate individual norms reflecting the effectiveness of each 
production factor, each sector and related region -- both the value norm 
and the material resources norm -- in order to distinguish in a total man- 
ner the relationship between expenses and effectiveness, 


Por the national economy as a whole, the national income and social labor 
productivity norms are the leading important ones reflecting in a combined 
manner the level of effectiveness of sociai production, in the direction of 
the Sixth Plenum resolution and in accordance with our view -- to attach 
importance to both value of use and value, with the former being considered 
the first tareet of social production, Ina practical sense, when we con- 
sider the economic effectiveness of the plans of different sectors and 
echelons, we must rely on another system of norms, namely, the unemployed 
people being absorbed by various sectors of the social production, profit 
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obt from every dong of production capital and the balance between to- 
tal values of exported goods and total values of imported goods, 


As our realities have indicated, at the present time if we want to raise 
the effectiveness of social production, we must fully use live labor ana 
embodied labor on an all-society scale and every piece of machinery and 
equipment we now have, systematically distribute the labor force in all 
sectors of the national economy and in different regions, gradually build 
a rational economic structure along the narty line and correctly settle 
the relationshinvs between heavy industry and agriculture and light indus- 
try, between the central economy and the local ones, between the domestic 
econony and cooperation with other countries, between the economy and na- 
tional defense, etc. What is important is to strongly mobilize and organ- 
ize all the people for development of agriculture, forestry and fishery, 
first of all to ensure steady supplies of grain and foods, and many raw 
materials to industry as a whole and the consumer goods-producing indus- 
tries, end to quickly increase the sources of goods for export. In order 
to achieve economic effectiveness along that line, an especially important 
thing to do is to promote a serious change in the organization of economic 
management, a renewal of planning and improvement of the circulation and 
distribution policies. The highest economic effectiveness standards for 
there policies are also to raise labor productivity and the gross social 
product and, from there on, to contribute to improving the standard of liv- 
inc. 


In order to help to expand production and to make production really grow, 
we must develon the local economies as an important direction, a line by 
its nature, to take and narticularly in the development of the consumer 
poods-producing industries; consequently, we must consider the local (ter- 
ritorial) economic effectiveness, too, The territorial economic effective- 
ness can be raised by taking full advantage of the territorial economic and 
natura] conditions; forming total territorial entities through optimizing 
location arrangements, rational distribution of invested capital and ra- 
tionalivation of the transportation network and territorial wor-division 
system, first of al) in districts, the basic economic unit for reorganiza- 
tion of social production; and, on the basis of the above action, working 
on raicing the national income, raising labor productivity, using sparingly 
al) sources of capital in society and increasing the people's spare-time 
fund for investment in cultural, recreational and other activities, Ter- 
ritorial effectiveness can be represented by living standard norms (such as 
level of consumption in society, decrease of the difference in consumption 
levels between regions), the extent of production expansion (such as derree 
of production development, increase of gross product, increase of quanti- 
ties of rerional products delivered and sold to the central administration, 
etc.) and the reduction of expending of materials and money for a unit 
product or work (such as reduction of transportation expenses, investment 
expenses, cost of production by means of rationally using territorial con- 
ditione, etc.). In the spirit of the party resolutions, what is signif- 
icant and hae -reat effects on helping to change our country’s present

economic situation is to build our districts to make them really become 
agricultural-industrial economic units, hence, to analyze the economic ef- 
fectiveness of district plans is a very realistic significance and must 
draw our full attention.

[ Text_] Effectiveness of Production Factors 


About the economic effectiveness of the present production factors, the out- 
standing one is that of capital investment and of fixed assets, Every year 
billions of dong are invested in our economy, but for many reasons this 
capital is not invested in a really concentrated manner in the most impor- 
tant goals, with construction being usually prolonged and put to use quite 
late, construction costs remaining high, etc,; therefore, along with the 
effectiveness norms widely applicable like efficiency of fixed assets, la- 
bor productivity, rate of capital investment, length of construction time, 
retrieval of capital, etc,, we must pay utmost attention to arranging cap- 
ital investment in such a way as to balance it with our material capabili- 
ties, particularly building materials, grain and consumer goods, and with 
this invested capital concentrating on fast and neat construction. As we 
select a building plan, we must make full consideration, mostly think of 
the capacity to supply raw materials for production and the level of pro- 
duction cost at the time the construction project is put to use, 


In our country's division of labor today, the criterion for evaluating the 
economic effectiveness of this process is the fact that every able-bodied 
person has a job and quickly raises his labor productivity. In every local- 
ity (province or district) and in every agricultural cooperative, attention 
must be paid to concentrating labor for agricultural production, with the 
focal point being grain production, What is very important is that we must 
start from the actual conditions of a locality to select the rational labor 
division model and correctly settle all relationships between labor for 
crop growing and labor for various occupations, as well as in the organiza- 
tion of basic and specialized units in the cooperatives, on the basis of 
raising labor productivity, 


The economic-social effectiveness in labor division being considered in the 
above-mentioned manner also reflects part of the effectiveness of agricul- 
tural production, the most important production sector in our economy today, 
In the process of our agriculture currently moving from small-scale produc~ 
tion to the socialist large-scale production, besides such norms as agricul- 
tural labor productivity, crop yield and animal raising productivity, our 
realities have clearly shown the very great importance of effectiveness 
norms with respect to the use of land (rotation coefficient through inten- 
sive cultivation and multicropping), opening of new land and building of 
new economic zones (areas of new land put to use, expenses for every hectare 
of new land, etc,), specialization of production (yield, production cost 

in specialized-cultivation zones, etc,) and many other norms, About eco- 
nomic effectiveness in industrial production, under the present conditions

of our country, we must rely on a system of effectiveness norms divided in 
accordance with characteristic groups for effectiveness in the use of pro- 
duction factors, along with special norms for common economic effectiveness 
in production, These norms must be calculated to suit the actual charac- 
teristics of individual economic and technical sectors, In the situation 
of our machinery, equipment and labor in industry being far from fully used 
as they are today, we must attach importance to total planning for raising 
the effectiveness of industrial production, going from selecting plans for 
products, reorganizing economic and technical sectors, achieving accumula- 
tion to gradually but steadily centralizing, specializing and federating 
production, 


As to production effectiveness in transportation, within the meaning that 
transportation is a special material production sector now playing a very 
important role in economic construction and consolidation of national de- 
fense, we must have total consideration of both economic-technical and eco- 
nomic-social aspects, If with respect to the former aspects effectiveness 
is a comparison of results with production expenses, with respect to the 
latter it must be the degree of responding to the transportation needs that 
serve the national economic sectors, Consequently, the effectiveness norm 
in this regard must be the volume of goods to respond to the transportation 
needs of all customers and the economic contracts to guarantee them (not 
just the amounts of goods transported in ton-kilometers). At the same 
time, other effectiveness norms like productivity of means of transporta-~- 
tion, expenses for gas-oil and tires, vehicle run coefficient, full-use-of- 
road coefficient, etc, are no less important, 


Effectiveness in Commerce, Installations 


Under our country's present conditions, circulation and distribution are 
strongly acting on the entire social reproduction process, Consequently, we 
must study the relationship between economic effectiveness in commerce and 
economic-social effectiveness, With the function of circulating goods, to 
raise economic effectiveness in commerce means to raise the economic effec- 
tiveness of an important link in the social reproduction process, Commer- 
cial activities are closely related to and have broad effects on all as- 
pects of social life. Therefore, an evaluation of economic effectiveness 
in commerce must reflect not only the effectiveness of the circulation 
process itsel/ but also the effects of this process on other links in the 
entire social reproduction process, 


In foreign trade activities and economic relations with foreign countries, 
to consider economic effectiveness has an even more important meaning when 
the quantities of our exported goods are limited while the need to import 
the various kinds of materials, equipment, machinery and consumer goods 
necessary for production and the living standard increases at a fast pace. 
The economic effectiveness in foreign trade is reflected right from the be- 
ginning in the selection of economic-technical plans, selection of the major 
gocds for export (in both agriculture and industry), improvement of quality 
and reduction of costs of export products, Next is the ability to bring in 
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foreign exchange of each line of goods, in terms of each country, each 
business area and comparison of export expenses with the amount of foreign 
exchange it brings in. On the other hand, to consider the economic effec- 
tiveness of import is no less important, particularly when our capital for 
import is limited, The economic effectiveness of import is closely re- 
lated to the effectiveness of capital investment and both industrial and 
agricultural production, 


Production installations (enterprises, cooperatives, etc.) are the basic 
production-business units of the unified socialist economy where the mate- 
rial wealth of society is directly produced, the socialist accumulation 
is created and the economic effectiveness of social production is deter- 
mined, Consequently, to raise the economic effectiveness of production 
and business in these basic units plays an extremely important role, 


In our country, the question of economic effectiveness in production in- 
stallations must be considered in a total manner, with a thorough under- 
standing of the view on correctly combining the three kinds of interests 
(social interests, collective interests and the working people's interests) 
and on the basis of the set economic-effectiveness norms in conformity with 
the ability to perfect the socialist production relationships, the nature 
of production and business, the party's economic development guidelines and 
tasks in each period, etc, 


For the state enterprises, their economic effectiveness must be reflected 
in the principal norms, such as rate of increase of labor productivity, 
percentage of high-quality products in total quantities of products, margin 
of profit, increase of profit as a result of reduction of production cost 
and the norms that reflect effectiveness in the use of machinery, materials 
and capital, In cooperatives like agricultural cooperatives, besides the 
norms that reflect production effectiveness directly in terms of crop yield 
over unit area of cultivation, productivity of animals raised over unit 
area of cultivation, effectiveness in the use of land and expansion of oc- 
cupations, etc,, we must attach utmost importance to considering the fol- 
lowing norms; value of income of cooperative members earned from a man-day 
in the collective economic sector; average per capita consumption of grain 
and foods; ratio of total value of grain, foods and other goods sold and 
given to the state over total value of goods and materials supplied by che 
state to cooperatives in accordance with two-way economic contracts, 


Measures To Raise Effectiveness 


Since the question of economic effectiveness is that important, and in the 
present situation of our country, there is no reason we can undcorestimate 
the consideration of economic effectiveness in any production and business 
activities, To do so, as we implement the resolution of the Sixth Plenum 
of the VCP Central Committee, what should we do to raise economic effec- 
tiveness? Generally speaking, to fully carry out the measures proposed in 
that resolution and other previous party resolutions is the surest guaran- 
tee for raising the economic-social effectiveness of production and business 
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activities of sectors, localities and production installations, as well as 
of the national economy as a whole, Planning is both the opening and cen- 
tral link of the socialist economic management system; consequently, to re- 
new the planning task also has the meaning of starting the process of 
raising economic effectiveness, Economic plans must necessarily be based 
on the economic-technical plans that have been carefully calculated and se- 
lected, In order to draft these plans and to provide the selecting process 
with a scientific base, the state must perfect early and promulgate the re- 
lated norms (such as the ones about the use of materials, labor and capi- 
tal; time to retrieve the invested capital; effectiveness of invested cap- 
ital, etc.). We can apply step by step the economic mathematical method to 
the drafting of economic-technical plans and the study of plans. 


An important thing to be emphasized is that in the many jobs of the plan- 
ning task we must always uphold the principle of economic effectiveness, 
closely link the latter with renewal of the contents and method of plan- 
ning, closely link the systems of plan norms and effectiveness norms to- 
gether to make them a unified one, ensure for the plan norm system the 
dynamic quality and ability to move production in the right direction and 
closely combine planning with economic accounting. 


The policies and procedures that encourage production while stressing the 
obligation and pointing to the interests of labor collectives and working 
individuals also have very important effects on raising economic effective- 
ness, We must immediately correct any parts of our current policies and 
procedures that have restrictive nature, prefer quantity to quality and 
fail to encourage raising economic effectiveness and seriously implement 
the policies that the VCP Central Committee and Council of Ministers have 
just adopted and really make such policies a part of the everyday life, 
Naturally, these policies will be more and more effective if, through ac- 
tual implementation, we have the right conditions for further improvement 
and perfecting. 


In order to make the effort to raise economic effectiveness the work of the 
working people who are the collective masters and at the same time to give 
it a binding and legal quality, our state must promulgate early legal docu- 
ments setting specific rules about important matters related to raising 
economic effectiveness, such as the need, task, contents and method of cal- 
culating economic effectiveness in ali sectors and among all echelons, with 
respect to production factors and production and business units of all 
kinds in conformity with our country's characteristics, This can be con- 
sidered an important content of the present effort in our country to in- 
prove economic management and planning,

hy Text_/ Income distribution within cooperatives and production collectives 
is a major policy of the party and state, one designed to implement the 
principle of distribution in accordance with labor in coordination with 
improving collective welfare and establishing a reasonable relationship 
between the accumulation of capital and consumption within the cooperative 
and between the cooperative and the state. 


In the past, besides the problem of several specific policies being 
unreasonable, there was a lack of clarity in the way income was distributed 
and many income sources and expenditures were not fully reported to 
cooperative members within more than a few cooperatives. As a result, 
cooperative members harbored many concerns and lacked enthusiasm in 
production. 


Following the adoption of the new policy, creating every possible favorable 
condition for cooperative members to participate in discussing and deciding 
matters related to distribution is a practical step in upholding the right 
of ownership of cooperative members in a vital link in the expanded 
production line of the ccllective economic organization. Gaining experience 
from the realities of cooperative management over a period of many years 

and on the basis of the specific experience gained in the "five public 
statements” movement of Tien Hai District in Thai Binh Province, the Council 
of Ministers has decided to implement the public reporting of these five 
statements within cooperatives and agricultural production collectives. 

Each collective production unit must publicly post statements on production 
costs and costs related to the payment of agricultural taxes; the situation 
surrounding the purchasing, use and storage in warehouses of the various 
instruments of production; the accounts receivable of the cooperative, which 
consist of the output of products and the money from the sale of these 
products; the establishment and utilization of the various funds; the work- 
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points of each cooperative member, the amount of grain distributed to 
each laborer and the quantity of fertilizer sold by each family to the 
collective. 


Informing cooperative members of these most important aspects of 
distribution will help them to inspect and control the implementation of 
the policies of the party and state and struggle against the negative 
phenomena that frequently occur within collective production organizations, 
such as the wasteful use of capital and supplies, misappropriation, 
concealment and banquets withheavy drinking. It also creates the conditions 
for achieving unity and solidarity within the cooperative and production 
collective, eliminating all distrust among cooperative members, among 
production units and between cooperative members and cooperative cadres 
and insuring that everyone enthusiastically accelerates production and 
produces much grain and food for himself and society. 


The right of collective ownership of cooperative members in distribution 
can only be upheld under the conditions of fully implementing the management 
procedures of cooperative members and constantly improving their ability to 
exercise ownership. Each member of a collective economic organization must 
be allowed to discuss the new policies in order to learn the specific 
principles of organization and management of the cooperative and production 
collective and, as a result, be able to contribute constructive opinions 
and detect mistakes in the implementation of policies as well as loopholes 
in management. If this cannot be done, the posting of lengthy statistics 
in the office of the cooperative or production collective will become 

an activity of a perfunctory nature that has little practical effect and 
an opportunity will arise for legitimatizing certain unwholesome intentions 
of a number of managers. 


Upholding the right of collective ownership of cooperative members in 
distribution is a struggle between the authoritarian practices of a 
number of cadres and democratic practices, between the habit of doing as 
one sees fit in management and the sense of scrupulously complying with 
positions, policies and laws. The recently promulgated distribution 
policies are designed to codify the right of collective ownership of 
cooperative members in distribution; on the other hand, further upholding 
the right of ownership of cooperative members is an important prerequisite 
to insuring the correct and full implementation of the new policies within 
collective economic organizations, thereby creating an atmosphere of 
enthusiasm among collective farmers, accelerating production amd improving 
the life of the laborer.

WATER CONSERVANCY MINISTER ON WATER PROBLEMS

[Text] The Ministry of W r Conservancy recently met with representatives 
of water conservancy serv and farmland water conservancy management 
corporations of provinces and cities in the northern delta and midland 
regions and former Zone 4 to discuss measures to most satisfactorily 

solve the water problem in support of the cultivation of the spring rice 
and 5th-month rice. 


Addressing the conference, Minister of Water Conservancy Nguyen Thanh Binh 
pointed out the decisive significance of the success of the 5th month-spring 
crop to the entire 1980 agricultural plan and carefully analyzed the 
seriousness of this year's changing weather, particularly the continued 
presence of scorching drought until March--the most important period of 

the crop cultivation. 


Minister Nguyen Thanh Binh continued: Faced with this situation, it is 
necessary for all sectors and echelons concerned to solve all difficulties 
concerning water in an active and effective manner so that good results 
can be obtained in this crop production. 


The conference pointed out a number of specific tasks that must be settled 
urgently in the days ahead. These include the need for the water con- 
servancy sector and the agricultural sector to once again determine the 
crop cultivation pattern in order to shift to planting subsidiary crops 
in areas where water is a really serious problem. Meanwhile, the people's 
committees at the provincial and municipal levels, particularly at the 
district level, must pay attention to managing crop allocation in con- 
formity with the effort to solve the water problem in the immediate future. 


It is necessary for all localities to rely on the volume of electric power 
supplied by the central level to keep all water pumping stations run in line 
with the needs for the cultivation of wet ricefields in each area. They 
must also make the fullest use of the source of electric power available 

at night to operate waterpumps. Attention must be paid to reserving 

diesel oil for oil-operated pumps used in solving the water problem in 
areas beyond the farmland water conservancy system. Diesel oil reserved 

for waterpumps should not be used for other purposes.

[NHAN DAs 12 January editorial: “Fight Drought To Firmly Maintain 
Production" ] 


[Text] Last year's drought was a natural phenomena unprecedented in the 
past 30 years. Never before in the northern provinces had so little rain 
fallen or stopped falling so early as mid-September last year. The recent 
sparse rainfall did not provide much water; it only increased humidity 

a little. Water scurces have gradually dried up, and the water level in 
rivers has fallen below the average level of previous years and is 
continuing to fall. 


In the north, the dry season usually stops by the end of March. It cannot 
be forecast when it will stop this year. However, it is obvious that it 
has started a month earlier than in those previous years when the weather 
was abnormal. Drought is directly threatening the winter and Sth-month 
spring crops. All localities and responsible sectors have launched and are 
intensifying the movement to control and fight drought, emulating the 

[word indistinct] farmland water conservancy group to secure enough water 
for cultivation on schedule and in all the planned area. 


All the watering facilities and machines must be mobilized to fully use 
all water sources. In several localities, people have manually trans- 
ported water to irrigate seedlings and plants. All the major water 
conservancy projects and the system of canals, ditches and ponds must be 
quickly dredged to handle as much water as possible. 


The movement to fight drought is expanding, but there is still a wait-and- 
see spirit. Positive measures have not been taken to secure water by 
every means for cultivation. Also, the effort lacks coordination in 
villages and districts. Because the quantity of water is limited, water 
should be used economically and not wasted. This is an urgent task that 
must be organized and controlled in detail according to the schedules 

of crop seasons for each locality. 


Responsible agencies in each province should coordinate under unified 
leadership to concretely guide the distribution of water. The present

quantity of water from all sources, which is at its lowest level this 
year, does not allow the use of irrigation methods previously used in 
normal years. However, the method chosen to be used cannot fall too far 
short of the requirements for production. How can the present quantity 
of water be most satisfactorily distributed? This is an urgent problem 
to be correctly resolved. 


The most effective method is to concentrate on irrigating intensively 
each given zone, area or ricefield and not too thinly on too large an 
area. Irrigation should be ecomomical and based on the prescribed 
regulations. All waste of electricity and water should be avoided. The 
irrigation of large areas and ricefields calls for very close coordina- 
tion among the water conservancy, agricultural and electricity sectors-- 
wherever an electric pump station is installed--to arrange cultivation 
and irrigation plans under the operational control of the people's 
committees at all levels. The irrigation method will depend on the 
favorable conditions of each zone. Each district will be divided into 
several zones and each zone will include cooperatives whose ricefields 
are adjacent to one another. 


There are two stages in which the Sth-month and spring rice need the most 
water: when it starts taking root and when it enters the budding stage. 
Even those localities favored by a system of irrigation canals should 
firmly utilize all sources of water to implement the water distribution 
plan for each stage. 


As an immediate task, we must secure sufficient water to cultivate all 
the wet ricefields in January and to make duckweed grow abundantly in 
ricefields. For each type of water conservancy project, we must devise 
measures to use water in a manner suitable to each zone and each type 

of crop. Those localities irrigated by water from reservoirs unlikely 
to be refilled must use water economically and calculate closely to 
balance the distribution of water to the winter and spring crops and the 
spring rice seedlings. 


Wherever a hydroelectric station is available, we must formulate plans 

to rationally and economically combine the use of water with the distribu- 
tion of electricity. In those seriously droueht-affected localities 
without a system of irrigation canals, we must mobilize fuel-operated 
pumps, [word indistinct] and other ordinary bailing tools to fully take 
advantage of all sources of surface and underground water we must arrange 
the cultivation of crops in balarve with the quantities of water and do our 
utmost to cultivate all the planned rice area or to promptly shift to 
growing subsidiary food crops. 


The drought is likely to be prolonged. All localities, especially the 


northern provinces, must concentrate their efforts and facilities on 
fighting drought and firmly maintaining production.

BETTER USE OF WATER PROJECTS URGED IN THE SOUTH

fi = “The Southern Provinces Make New Changes in Water Conservancy 
Work” 


[ Text_/ Recently, on 12 and 1? November, representatives of the water 
conservancy services of the provinces and municipalities of the South met 

to evaluate the implementation of the water conservancy plan for 1979 and 
review the water conservancy work performed over the past several years; 

in addition, they discussed the 1960 water conservancy plan and the “prograsz 
of action for implementing the resolution of the 6th Party Plenun.” 


Over the past several years, many localities in the South have made certain 
efforts to overcome the difficulties caused by enemy attacks and natural 
disasters, with initial results being gained in water conservancy work. 


However, water conservancy work in the southem provinces is still weak 
in many areas. The mst obvious weakness is that, although a good deal of 
labor and supplies have been invested, returns have mot been commensurate 
with these investments; capital construction is still decentralized, still 
uncoordinated, still inefficient and slow to provide returns. Although 
advances have been made in the various areas of management, negative 
phenomena, financial losses, low productivity and low returns are still 
rather widespread. 


As regards the guidelines and tasks of the 1980 water conservancy plan, 
Water Conservancy Minister Nguyen Thanh Binh stated that we must: 


1. Successfully utilize existing projects with high efficiency. 

2. Concentrate our efforts on rapidly and systematically completirg 
projects that are now unfinished; new projects should not be constructed 
as long as other projects remain unfinished. As a result, work on a 
number of projects might have to be delayed. 
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3. Expand and accelerate the construction of small-scale water conservancy 
projects along the following lines: all of the people must work together, 
must practice self-reliance, must work at all places, work in each small 
area, work in a systematic manner and set examples immediately. In the 
lowlands, areas can be zoned and embankments can be built to impede the 
flow of salty water and reduce soil acidity. In the mountains, dams and 
small reservoirs should be constructed. Attention should be given to 
stabilizing 10th month production and expanding production in all other 
seasons. 


4. Only construct new projects that have been carefully selected and 
will clearly provide immediate returns. We must work in a sure, steady 
manner consistent with present conditions, make thorough preparations 
and work at 7 -apid pace.

HARVEST STATISTICS REPORTED

[farticle: “Farmers Harvest 827,000 Hectares, 64 Fercent of the Area 
Planted, More Rapidly Than Last Year” 7 


[Yext_/ As of 15 November, according to the Statir’*cs General Department, 
the provinces and municipalities of the North had harvested 627,000 hectares, 
64 percent of the area planted, more rapidly than las’ year (by 15 November 
1978, 558,000 hectares had been harvestei). In recent days, the rate of 
harvesting of 10th month rice has increased due to sumiy, dry weather. The 
following provinces and municipalities have harvested from 70 to 80 

percent of their rice crops: Hanoi: 79.7 percent; Lang Son: 75.3 percent; 
Thai Binh: 74.0 percent; Lai Chaus 75.5 percent; Ha Son Binh: 74; Hoang 
Lien Sons 71.5 percent; Ha Nam Ninh: 71.2 percent; Vinh Phu: 70.6 percent; 
and Cao Bang: 75.8 percent. 


The provinces that have harvested more than 60 percent of their rice inciude 
Thanh Hoa, Ha Bac, Hai Hung, Son La and Quang Ninh and the city of Haiphon. 


Some 464,000 hectares of 10th month rice have yet to be harvested (which 
does not include land that might not be able to be harvested). If the rate 
of harvesting over the past 10 days is maintained, the rice harvest will 
be virtually finished in November. Together with harvesting rice and 
subsidiary food crops, the provinces and municipalities of the North are 
working hard to plant winter crops. As of 15 November, some 242,000 
hectares of winter crops, 73.1 percent of the plan quota, had been planted. 
The amount of area undor the cultivation of winter sweet potatoes has 
exceeded the plan by 7.6 percent. The best period for planting western 
potatoes is about to end. The various localities have only planted enough 
to meet 66.3 percent of their plan quota. The localities that have planted 
many western potatoes are: Thanh Hoa Province, which has exceeded its plan 
by 20.7 percent; Hai Hung Province, which has completed 82.3 percent of its 
plan; Vinh Phu Province, which has completed 79 percent of its plan; Haroi, 
which has completed 72.8 percent of its plan; Ha Nam Ninh Province, which 
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has completed 63.7 percent of its plan amd so forth. Jue to the 

continuing dry weather, many difficulties have been encountered in 

preparing fields for the planting of winter vegetables and subsidiary food 
crops, the supply of labor is tight and the number of mandays required 

for cultivation is rather high, especially with regard to carrying irrigation 
water, consequently, the rate of planting has been sic”. 


Besides planting and cultivating the various winter crops, the provinces 
and municipalities of the North have taken positive steps to fully prepare 
for 5th month-spring rice production by raising seedlings, plowing fields, 
preparing fertilizer and cultivating duckweed, At present, localities are 
encountering difficulties plowing, harrowing and raising 5th month seedlings 
due to the shortage of water. In addition, the provinces are continuing 

to test germinate various varieties of spring rice. 


Some 4 million tons of organic fertilizer have been prepared, an average of 
3.9 tons per hectare under the cultivation of rice, which compiies with 

the plan (and does not include subsidiary food crops). According to 
reports from a number of provinces, more than 50 percent of the fertilizer 
prepared for subsidiary food crops has already been applied to these crops. 
Therefore, if the various localities do not pay attention and promptly 
supplement their sources of organic fertilizer, much land under the 
cultivation of 5th month-spring rice will have to be transplanted without 
fertilizer, 


The amount of area under the cultivation of duckweed has increased slowly 
due to the hot, sunny weather and the lack of water. 


The provinces and municipalities of the South have begun to harvest their 
early 10th month rice crop, having harvested 39,002 hectares; the eight 
provinces from Thuan Hai southward have harvested 19,748 hectares. The 
yields of the early rice crops that have been harvested have been rather 
good. Some 10th month rice has been affected by planthoppers, acidity and 
droug\t. In addition, the southern provinces have tilled more than 100,000 
hectares to be transplanted with winter-spring rice; thc provinces from 
Thuan Hai southward have tilled 92,000 hectares and directly planted 62,000 
hectares. The provinces that have transplanted much winter-spring rice 
are: Long An: 25,000 hectares; Tien Giang: 15,000 hectares, Ben Tre: 
10,000 hectares, etc.

[Text] Today's NHAN DAN carries an editorial dealing with the organi- 
zation of a big offensive on the agricultural production front. The 
editorial says: In 1980, we must strive to adequately implement the 
paramount task of our agricultural producticn which is to accelerate 
the p.oduction of grain and food. Resolving the food problem is 
necessary to promote economic and cultural development, strengthen the 
national defense front, consolidate production relations and stabilize 
and improve the people's livelihood. Resolving the grain problem also 
paves the way for the steady and comprehensive development of agricul- 
ture and the expansion of industrial crop cultivation for agricultural 
products and of export.

villages, districts and provinces. 


The editorial then analyzes the necessary factors to insure agricultural 
development and stresses: Along with steadily developing the production 
of industrial and special crops, all cooperatives, villages, districts 
and provinces must take all the necessary »rganizational and technical 
measures and correctly implement all the policies of stimulating produc- 
tion in order to best capitalize on their potentials, resolve their own 
grain and food problems, and make the most contributions to the common 
national cause. 
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For their own sake and that of the common cause, all people in produc- 
tion units, districts and provinces must affirm their determination to 
overcome privations and raise their standard of living by using their 
minds, hearts, hands and land. This is a great revolutionary struggle 
that must be resolutely carried out by all the party, mass and state 
organizations in order to change the situation. 


Those farms and virgin land reclamation sites of great production 
expansion potential must take resolute and effective action to better 
organize their present work force, get more workers and fully use their 
valuable land and facilities to turn out many products per given area 
unit. No inch of land on the plains must be left uncultivated. Wherever 
rice cannot be cultivated, subsidiary food or industrial crops must be 
planted.

INCENTIVES USED TO ACCELERATE HARVEST

During the Harvest; Cuu Long Province Combats Insects, Diseases and 
Drought of 10th Month Rice” 7 


[Excerpts 7 During the busy days of the season, Thanh Hoa has guided the 
cooperatives within the district in implementing the policy on providing 
incentive for cooperative members to work overtime in order to work a 

high number of mandays and achieve high labor productivity. In conjunction 
with assigning contracts to laborers and ccoperative member families, many 
cooperatives have also used some of their grain as bonuses for persons who 
work a high number of days and achieve high labor productivity. 


The cooperatives in Thanh Hoa Province are utilizi.g the majority of their 
healthy labor in fields in order to rapidly harvest their rice crops. 

Last week, the province harvested an average of 4,500 hectares of rice per 
day, twice as much as the preceding week. The districts of Tho Xuan, 
Hoang Hoa and Nong Cong have harvested from more than 60 to nearly 80 
percent of their 10th month rice. 


On some land under the cultivation of 10th month rice in the districts of 
Cau Ngang, Chau Thanh, Vung Liem, Tra On and Cang Long in Cuu Long Province, 
brown planthoppers, stem borers and leaf burn have appeared. These districts 
are assembling their forces and, together with the crop protection units, 

are intensifying their inspections of fields and promptly detecting, marking 
off and spraying areas infested with insects and diseases of rice. 


The provincial agricultural supply corporation has sent to installations 
more than 4,490 tons of chemical fertilizers of all types and 27,300 liters 
of insecticide. 


Rainfall in the province has been uneven. The province has mobilized the 
farmers of the various districts to construct small water conservancy 
projects to combat drought at the end of the 10th month rice season. 
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In order to make good preparations for the 1979-1980 winter-spring pro- 
duction season, the people's committees of the province and the various 
districts and towns have sent hundreds of cadres to hamlets and production 
collectives to inspect the area under the cultivation of 10th month rice, 
fallow land, the agricultural supplies that have been received and so 
forth in order to create the conditions for the province and its districts 
to formulate the 1980 economic development plan.

SALES OF PADDY TO STATE REPORTED FOR HAU GIANG

{Articles “Hau Giang Mobilizes Nearly 120,000 Tons of Grain by the Start 
of November; the Quantity cf Grain Mobilized During the Summer-Fall Rice 
Season Exceeds 1978" _/ 


P Text_/ By the end of October, Hau Giang Province had finished harvesting 
60,000 hectares of summer-fall rice, with an average yield of 2.4 tons per 
hectare. 


The farmers of Hau Giang have actively fulfilled their grain obligation 
and endeavored to sell much surplus rice to the state. The new grain price 
policy has provided incentive for farmers to accelerate production and sell 
paddy to the state. In September, an average of 100 tons of paddy “as 
harvested each day; in October, the average rose to 300 tons per day. 
Between August and November, the farmers of Hau Giang sold the state more 
than 16,000 tons of paddy, a 2,000 ton increase over last year. Long Phu 
District exceeded its plan quota by 15 percent, My Tu District exceeded its 
quota by 10 percent ani My Auyen District fulfilled its summer-fall grain 
obligation in late October. Between the start of the year and the first 

10 days of November 1979, the farmers of Hau Giang sold nearly 120,000 tons 
of grain to the state. 


The movement to sell much paddy to the state is growing. Farmers are 
continuing to transport summer-fall paddy to granaries. However, the 
organization of the grain service's purchasing forces is still weak; the 
quantity of grain purchased by means of reciprocal economic contracts is 
still small; the majority of the farmers in the various districts (with 
the exception of Vinh Chau District, which completed the payment of 
agricultural taxes) are deeply in debt. 


The early 10th month rice crops in Long Phu, My Xuyen and Vinh Chau 


Districts and a number of villages in the salt water area of th* province 
have ripened. During the first week of November, Long Phu District 
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harvested nearly 1,000 hectares and My Xuyen District harvested nearly 

500 hectares, with an average yield of 2.5-3 toms per hectare. The farmers 
of these districts are endeavoring to harvest and dry their crops and 
rapidly fulfill their 10th month grain obligation. An average of 800- 
1,000 kilograms of early 10th month rice has been mobilized per hectare in 
these two districts. As of 8 November, 1,620 tons of paddy had been 
mobilized.

NEW CONSTRUCTION PROJECTS PUT INTC) PRODUCTION

Li Text_/ The Machinery Construction and Installation Corporation of the 
Ministry of Mechanical Engineering and Metallurgy has put two projects into 
uses the Vietnam-Hungary Technical Workers School in Ha Son Binh Province 
and the Ben Kien Shipyard of the Duyen Hai Machine Works in Haiphong. 


In order to overcome the shortage of building materials, the corporation has 
contracted for the production of concrete construction members and steel 
construction members and opened worksites to excavate sand, stone and gravel 
and produce bricks and tiles; it has excavated 44,400 cubic meters of yellow 
sand and black sand. At each project, the worksites constructed various 
types of brick kiins with capacities ranging from 60,000 to 80,000 bricks, 
thereby meeting 60 t0 70 percent of their needs, The corporation has 
produced 100,000 additional tiles and 5,000 banana leaf bricks with which 

to decorate projects. 


The corporation has taken the initiative and contacted army factories and 
units in order to determine which supplies are being utilized slowly and 
learn the techniques of repairing equipment and producing various components 
and spare parts for equipment in need of repair work. Since the start of 
the year, the corporation has repaired 59 pieces of equipment, including 
automated control components of aircraft, milling machines, planes, lathes, 
etc. 


Foilowing 10 months of construction work performed with the assistance of 
Soviet specialists, the Cam Pha Machine Works Center has put in use an oxygen 
production plant with a capacity of 80 cubic meters of oxygen per hour 

with an oxygen content ranging from 99.1 to 99.3 percent. 


The cadres and workers of the machine works processed and manufactured the 
water pipe system, ventilation system and equipment used in finishing the 
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project and performed this work on schedule, meeting all technical and 
qualitative requirements. 


In addition to producing oxygen for supply to the factory and enterprises 
in the Quang Nink mining area, the plant will also produce a large quantity 
of nitrogen each year to be pumped into the shock absorbers of trucks 
weighing 25 tons or more. Putting the oxygen plant into production has 
enabled the machine works to take the initiative in production by annually 
saving hundreds of thousands of dong formerly spent to transport oxygen 

from far away and creating the ability for increasing the output of 

iron and steel, machining parts, using high frequencies “o temper large 
parts, improving the quality of vehicle and machine repair and manufacturing 
spare parts and equipment for coal mining. 


The Ministry of Building recently took possession of the Vietnam-Soviet 
Construction Machinery Workers School. This is a project for the training 
of technical workers, one based on advanced vocational training science 
and provided to our country’s building sector by the USSR. The school has 
the task of training the corps of construction machine workers in 
machanization and automation. 


In the process of its construction, the school, together with the Soviet 
specialists, organized the first semester of training for 400 students in 

li different trades: the operation of bulldozers, trench diggers and cranes, 
electric welding, gas welding, the installation of electrical equipment, 

the installation of steel reinforced concrete construction members and the 
repair of electrical motors and equipment as well as construction machinery.

PROVINCE BEGINS USING MORE SUBSIDIARY FOOD CROPS

Increases the Percentage of Subsidiary Food Crops in Meals” / 


[Text_] The Nghia Binh provincial food and beverage sector has begun 
using subsidiary food crops in the processing of more than 4 different 
food products. 


The majority of the food and beverage stores within the province have 

begun using number 6 cassava vermicelli te replace rice vermicelli, begun 
using 50 percent wheat flour and 50 percent rice flour in the processing 

of vermicelli or begun using cassava flour to make pastries, twisted cakes, 
rolled cakes, shrimp cakes and steamed cakes that are both inexpensive and 
good tasting, which they serve as breakfast meals to cadres, manual workers, 
students and laborers. Some places have begun using cassava flour mixed with 
many other locally available ingredients to make various types of beef cakes, 
“Thuan” cakes, sweet cakes, hemp leaf cakes, salted cakes, green rice cakes 
and so forth, which are liked by consumers. 


The Food and Beverage Corporation has begun to research and formulate 

24 different recipes using subsidiary food crops. Nghia Binh has increased 
the percentage of subsidiary food crops used in the processing of meals for 
customers to 53 percent of the total grain used (subsidiary food crops 
constituted only 27 percent in 1978). The stores are endeavoring to raise 
this percentage to 55 percent by the end of this year. 


In addition, the food and beverage stores of the province have also attached 
importance to developing other sources of food products, such as eels, 
snails and frogs, all of which are rich in protein, for use in the processing 
of meals.

CHILDREN IN CRECHES--Hanoi, Jan 4--By the end of 1979, Vietnam had more 
than 1,180,000 children in creches, 137,000 more than in 1978. These 
represent 26.5 percent of the children aged 2 to 36 months, a 21.7 increase 
over 1978. By the end of 1979, the country had 44,445 creches, 2,414 more 
than in 1978. In the six northernmost provinces which suffered from the 
Chinese invasion early last year, 1,957 of the 1,386 creches which were 
destroyed by Chinese aggressors or had stoppe. furctionirg due to the war, 
had been restored. Scientific research had beer conducted on such areas 
as health and disease and diet investigation, the preparation of part of 
meals for children from subsidiary crop food instead or rice, technical 
design and equipment for creches capable of receiving 50 children each.
